Mr. Taft's Injustice to Himself. 

On the 22rd of September, 1908, 
Mr. Taft, then a candidate, said 
at Chicago: 

"The revision of the tariff 
which Republicans desire is a re- 
vision which shall reduce execs- 
sive rates and at the same time 
preserve the industries of the 
country * * * I wish there to be 
no doubt in respect to revision of 
the tariff." 

On the 16th of December, 1908, 
Mr. Taft, the president-elect, 
said in New York City: 

"Unless we act in accordance 
with our promises * * * we shall 
be made accountable to the 
American people and suffer such 
consquences as failure to keep 
faith has always been visited 
with. It would be better to have 
no revision at all unless we are 
going honestly and fairly to re- 
vise the tariff on the basis prom- 
ised by our party." 

On the 30th of June, 1909, Mr. 
Taft, the president of the United 
States, said in New Haven: 

"Now I venture to say that if 
the republican party does not 
live up to its promises, and what 
the people expect of it, it will be 
relegated to a position like that 
of his majesty's opposition." 

On the 5th of August, 1909, 
when President Taft signed the 
Payne- Aldrich bill, he said: 

"This law is not a perfect 
tariff law or a complete compli- 
ance with the promises made in 
the republican platform, strictly 
interpreted " 

On the 12th of February, 1910 
(last Saturday, speaking again 
in New York, President Taft 
said: 

"Nothing was expressly said 
in the platform that this revision 
was to be a downward revision. 
* * * I therefore venture to re- 
peat the remark that I have had 
occasion to make before, that 
the present custom law is the 
best that has ever been passed." 

The president is doing his best 
for Messrs. Cannon and Aldrich, 
but he is strangely neglectful of 
himself.— New York World. 



"Nevertheless, there are local- 
ities in which mistletoe becomes 
so abundant upon trees and so 
harmful to them as to make the 
control of it or it3 extermination 
a serious practical question. This 
is notably the case in parts of 
Texas." 



Of Course it is Dangerous. 

The American mistletoe, a 
parasite plant, is dangerous not 
to American girls at Christmas 
time, but to trees in some sec- 
tions r f the country, particular- 
ly Texas, according to a report to 
the Department of Agriculture, 
by Prof. William L. Bray, for- 
merly a special agent in the office 
of investigations of forest path- 
ology. 

"Speaking generally," said 
Professor Bray, "the mistletoe is 
held in rather high regard every- 
where because of its inherent in- 
teresting mode of life, because 
of the traditional and historical 
atmosphere which invests the 
original mistletoe of Europe and 
because of its desirability for the 
above and other reasons, as a 
decorative Christmas shrub. 

"The fact that it is a parasite 
implies a possible injury to the 
tree upon which it grows, but 
again, speaking generally, the 
injury is regarded as compara- 
tively slight and more than off- 
sett by the feeling of regard for. 
the parasite. Among the people 
who see it rarely, and especially 
among those living in Northern 
cities who purchase small sprigs 
or bunches of it at a good price 
for Christmas decoration, the 
idea of mistletoe being a harmful 
parasite on trees is quite lost 
sight of.

Stuart, with trembling lips 
and deep emotion, offered the 
following prayer, and as he left 
the platform a dozen men grip- 
ped his hand and brushed a tear 
from their eyes: 

"O Lord, we meet as a body of 
railroad men, with our wives and 
daughters, to consult for our in- 
terest. We are reminded that 
life itself is a train and the road 
to heaven a railroad; God's truth 
the rail; God's love the fire, and 
His promises the signal lights. O 
Lord, we recognize Thee as the 
General Manager of our road, the 
Superintendent of our train and 
Chief Dispatcher. Thou didst 
survey the right-of-way, and 
Thy Son purchased it with His 
blood. Thou didst lay the track 
and ballast the road. Thou has 
furnished the rolling stock; Thou 
art the owner and controller of 
all. We look to Thee for all of 
our orders, and Thou must sign 
the cheeks for our daily bread, 
Be merciful in handling our hu- 
man mistakes and blunders and 
do not discharge Thy unworthy 
servants. 

"We are grateful for the Bi- 
ble, Thy book of rules and in- 
structions; be merciful in our 
examination and look with chari- 
ty upon our failures. Thy promi- 
ses and warnings are our head- 
lights and hand lanterns; help us 
to use them so as to save our 
train from wreck. Deliver us 
from broken rails, blind switches, 
false signals, and mistaken 
orders. Be with us on every 
high bridge of responsibility, on 
every sharp curve of emergency, 
and in every dark tunnel of 
trouble let the light of Thy 
promises shine out bright.

New Presbyterian Paper. 

As an outcome of the litigation 
growing out of the union of the 
Presbyterian and Cumberland 
Presbyterian churches, a new 
Presbyterian weekly, called the 
"Presbyterian Advance" has ap- 
peared in the journalistic field. 

The Supreme Court of Tennes- 
see has ordered that the Publish- 
ing House at Nashville, Tenn. , 
which includes the "Cumberland 
Presbyterian," a weekly paper 
published by that House, be 
turned over to those Cumberland 
Presbyterians who opposed the 
union of the churches. This re- 
sulted in a peculiar situation. 
Since the union, the "Cumber- 
land Presbyterian" has been 
published in the interest of the 
united church and practically all 
of its subscribers, of which it 
had about 10,000, mainly in the 
South and Southwest, are Pres- 
byterians. By the action of the 
court, these Presbyterians are 
now getting a paper which is op- 
posed to the very policies advo- 
cated by the paper for which 
they subscribed. 

Dr. J. E. Clarke has been for 
a number of years editor of the 
"Cumberland Presbyterian." He 
is an ardent advocate of the un- 
ion. When the paper was turn- 
ed over to the anti-unionists, Dr. 
Clarke promptly severed his re- 
lation to it and at once organized 
a company to publish a new pa- 
per for those Presbyterians who 
had been subscribers to to "Cum- 
berland Presbyterian" but would 
not want it after it passed into j 
the control of those who opposed 
union. 

The new paper is of the same 
general character as was the 
"Cumberland Presbyterian" and 
is published at the same price. 
Dr. Clarke is the editor and with 
him are associated Dr. T. A. 
Wigginton, Dr. F. K. Farr, Rev. 
W. B. Preston, of Dallas, Texas, 
and others who were on the edi- 
torial staff of the "Cumberland 
Presbyterian." 

The "Presbyterian Advance," 
having no legal right to the list 
of the old paper, has had to start 
off as an entirely new venture, 
but it is said that subscriptions 
are coming in at a lively rate, j 
Dr. Ciarke has beeome well- 
known as a vigorous writer who 
published a bright, helpful reli- 
gious weekly. It is expected 
that the new paper will quickly 
have a larger subsciption list than 
the old, for large numbers of 
subscribers would not renew for 
the "Cumberland Presbyterian" 
fearing that they might soon be 
getting the very opposite of the 
paper for which they paid. 

Associated with Dr. Clarke in 
the new enterprise are some of 
the best known men in the Pres- 
byterian Church, among them 
Dr. B. P. Fullerton, who was 
Moderator of the General Assem- 
bly in 1908, and Dr. Ira Landrith, 
who was the Moderator of the 
Cumberland Presbyterian Gener- 
al Assembly * hich voted for un- 
ion with the PresbyterianChurch.

A gift of $1000,000 from Al- 
fred G. Vanderbilt of Yale Uni- 
versity was announced.

The deadly missile hit 
an obstruction and exploded with 
terriffic force, killing Slobaum. 

Len G. Hall, secretary to Con- 
gressman A. O. Stanley, died at 
his home at Hendersom from 
pneumonia, which followed a 
cold contracted in the recent 
campaign in the Second congres- 
sional district. 

Accompanied by the explosion 
of tanks of sulphuric acid, fire at 
Greenville, S. C, damaged the 
local plant of the Virginia-Caro- 
lina Chemical Company to the 
extent of $30,000. The loss is 
fully covered by insurance. 

It is reported from Washing- 
ton that there is little doubt but 
that Arizona will be given state- 
hood at this session of Congress, 
I and that Mark Smith, formerly 
of Kentucky, will be its first 
United States Senator. 

Mayor Gaynor, of New York, 
has been asked to attend a ban- 
quet on Jefferson's birthday in 
Springfield, Mo. It is reported 
that the men in charge of the 
dinner plan to launch a boom for 
Gaynor as the Democratic nomi- 
nee for President in 1912. 

Judge W. M. Hart, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. , is in receipt of a 
letter in which the statement is 
made that a man recently indict- 
ed for illegally selling liquor will 
kill both Judge Hart and Attor- 
ney General McCarn if he is con- 
victed when his trial comes up 
next week. 

Rear Admiral Robley D. 
Evans, retired, charged that the 
great railroad systems of the 
country are trying to kill the 



Panama Canal. He said the 
completion of the big ditch will 
greatly reduce shipping rates, 
and that it will also prove a good 
instrument for the nation if 
given a fair chance. 

Pointing to each new mine 
disaster as an additional reason 
why a national bureau of mines 
should be created, J. F. Call- 
breath, Jr., secretary of the 
American Mining Congress, de- 
clared in Washington that an in- 
vestigation of the causes of these 
disasters by the Federal Govern- 
ment was needed.

Poultry Thoughts. 

It is time for ducks and geese 
to begin laying. 

Hens are contrary critters. 
Some seasons they seem deter- 
mined not to sit early. 

The fat hen is most likely to 
have the early broody fever so 
feed well if you desire early sit- 
ters. 

Nobody used to think it worth 
while to treat scaly leg in poul- 
try, but now we have come to 
know this is a serious trouble 
that will run through all the 
flock. 

Sometime the eggs of Barred 
Plymounth Rock hens are light 
in color, but this is no indication 
of impurity of blood. 

It is well known that a single 
mating of the turkey fertilizes 
the rest of tht eggs for the sea- 
son but among chickens this does 
not hold good. 

So much depends on the opera- 
tor of an incubator he or she is 
more often to blame for a poor 
hatch than the machine. 

An item in an old poultry pa- 
per I picked up the other day, 
says to pick ducks lay two sticks 
of wood two inches high in a 
large tin vessel containing an 
inch of water. Place the fowls 
on the sticks. When the water 
boils cover and steam two min- 
utes. Have a hot fire and after 
steaming the feathers and down, 
will come off easily. 

Too many hens in one flock is 
the cause of sickness many times. 
Thty should be sheltered at least 
different buildings when one has 
a large number. 

We like to hear a hen talk 
when she gets into a nice clean 
nest. Nice to have plenty of 
nests so the hens won't crowd 
upon the nest during laying. 
When they crowd they are apt 
to break an egg and thus the 
habit of egg eating is often form- 
ed. 

Take time to get acquainted; 
with your hens. Pet them, talk 
to them, keep them tame. Quiet 
broodies and mother hens are 
valuable. So much of our suc- 
cess' depends on having quiet 
gentle hens. We can have them 
if we will make an effort. 

If you wish to purchase birds 
for layers or eggs for hatching it 
is well to seek knowledge on the 
laying qualities of the strain you 
have in mind. Birds that have 
been bred for years for egg pro- 
duction transmit their laying 
qualities in a certain degree to 
their descendants.

It 
Is calculated to make a fellow groan 
to think of the job of milking this 
enormous bovine aggregation, and all 
for nothing- -only the privilege of hav- 
ing them around. 

There are many feeders who will 
carry good sized flocks of iambs in 
their feed lots this winter instead of 
so manv steers, as iu former years 
With wool prires where they are and 
mutton kept up in sympathy with beef 
and pork prices the sheep feeder ought 
to do well iu bis feeding operations. 

Folks who live in a latitude where 
the thermometer goes to 20 below zero 
have possibly a bit of excuse for fol 
lowing the example of the methodical 
old elder who during the cold weather 
was in the habit of having his even- 
ing prayer on a placard at the foot of 
his bed and was wont as he hopped in 
to look at it and say, "Them is mv 
sentiments too." 

Unlike some other fruits and vege- 
tables, apples are not ruined by freez 
ing. though there is little question that 
their texture and possibly their quality 
are impaired as a result. Such damage 
is reduced to the smallest if the fruit 
is kept frozen until used or allowed 
to thaw out very slowly. Often in 
going through the orchard iu midwin- 
ter one will And apples covered by 
the leaves and grass and a layer of 
snow which seem to have lost little 
of their original quality. 

A friend who this year tiled a low 
place on his farm that for years past 
has been well nigh unproductive told 
us the other day that the best corn 
he raised this season came from this 
low tile tract and yielded close to 
seventy bushels, the return being suf- 
ficient In one season to pay for the 
cost of the tiling. This is an instance 
which may be verified in the eyperi- 
ence of almost any farm owner who 
has made a serious and intelligent at- 
tempt to tile wet land. Low laud is 
usually rich land and uniformly pro- 
ductive if relieved of its surplus mois- 

In the anxiety which so many folks 
aria showing these days along the line 
of getting hold «f cheap land the mer- 
its of the cutover pine lauds iu north- 
ern Wisconsin, Michigan and Minne- 
sota ought not to be overlooked. It is 
true that the stumps will have to be 
removed from this land, but if reports 
are true that much of it can be got at 
from $5 to $10 per acre it would not 
be high nriced land with the cost of 
clearing added. The soil is fertile, 
suitable to the growing of grasses, 
oats and barley, flint corn, clover, po 
tatoes and other root crops The con 
ditions ure favorable for stock raising 
and dairying. sn4 altogether the open 
.ng would seem to be excellent for set- 
tlers of intelligence and energy. Were 
we in search of cheap undeveloped 
lands we would investigate carefully 
the«e cutover pine lands. 

Like some other much maligned 
things, the Btn Davis apple has its 
sood -joints in spite of all the abuse 
which has been heaped upon it. Load- 
ed with the obloquy of having beer, 
the variety which caused the fall of 
our first father in the garden of Eden, 
of having *he rosy, smiling cheek, but 
the punk Inside, the Ben- Davis, not- 
withstanding this, has a good many 
friends. It is a hardy tree, a very 
prolific aud' regular bearer, the fruit 
stands m|> and takes a shine months 
after other choicer varieties have with- 
ered away, while many orchardists are 
coming to feel that, in spite 'of the low- 
er price received for it, it will bring 
in almost as many dollars during a 
period of years as will the shy bear- 
ing Spitzenburg, which is generally ac 
cepted as the standard of apple quali 
ty. The Ben Davis would therefore 
seem to fill a mission like some othet 
homely things. 

A northern Minnesota farmer had 
an unusual exhibit of alfalfa at his 
home state fair this year, and inquiry 
into the case has brought out the 
fact that he got four cuttings this 
season from his two acre patch, the 
first yielding four tons to the acre, the 
second three, the third two and a 
half tons, and of the fourth no record 
was kept, as it was saved for the hogs 
and chickens and was not weighed. 
If the last cutting averaged a ton per 
acre it would make the yield per acre 
for the season ten and a half tons 
The land on which this alfalfa wa> 
grown has a foot of sandy loam sup 
face soil w*th clay beneath. The 
ground was prepared in the fall and 
the seed sown without a nurse crop" 
In the spring at the rate of three 
pounds per acre. The field was mowed 
the 1st of July and again the 1st of 
September to dispose of the weeds. 
Another favorable condition was that 
the patch had a southerly exposure. 



A UNIQUE EXPERIMENT. 

Boiling and Freezing Water at the 
Same Time. 

The possibility of boiling and freez- 
ing water at the same time in the lab- 
oratory is one of the most interesting 
developments of modern science. The 
temperature at which water boils de- 
pends simply ou the air pressure above 
its surface at the time. If there is 
high pressure the water has to be 
made a good deal hotter to boil than 
at low pressure.

quired temperature. In the experi- 
mental proof of this fact water is 
placed in a vessel and the air ex- 
hausted from above the surface of the 
water. As the process of pumping 
goes on the water will violently boil, 
the steam congealing on the sides of 
the exhaust vessel. If the pumping is 
continued long enough and the outside 
is cooled below the freezing point of 
water tha water will continue to boil 
and bubble till it is frozen into a 
snowy mass of Ice. 

This fact is also made use of in tak- 
ing a rough test of the height of a 
mountain. Ordinarily at sea level 
where the pressure is about thirty 
inches of mereury water boils at 212 
degrees F. Now, if it is noticed that 
at a certain place it boils at a few 
degrees lower the height of that place 
can be easily ascertained by com- 
parison with a table made out for this 
purpose. In general for every degree 
the boiling takes place under 212 a 
height of about 500 feet is counted. 

Of course these principles do not ap- 
ply to water alone, but are characteris- 
tic of all liquids.-New York Tribune.

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FISH LOCOMOTION. 

The Nature and Functions of the So 
Called Air Bladders. 

Leaning over the parapet of some old 
stone breakwater or pier head and 

watching the fish playing about in the 
clear green depths below, perhaps the 
last thought which is likely to occur to 
any of us is that we are looking on at 
a really astonishing thing. That a fish 
is able to propel itself through the wa- 
ter in any desired direction is in no 
way surprising, but that it can change 
its level at will, rising or falling with- 
out the use of its fins, and iustantly 
assuming a horizontal or vertical posi- 
tion, according to the mood or need of 
the moment, is a fact that a little re- 
flection will soon develop into prime 
motive for wonder. 

For it is clear that the fish must be 
able at will to vary its weight in rela- 
tion to the water it displaces. When it 
sinks to the bottom it must have sud- 
denly rendered itself heavier than the 
I medium it inhabits; each time it rises 
I to the surface like a released cork, 
i head first, tail pointing almost vertical- 
, ly downward, it must not only have 
j transformed itself into something 
lighter than the water, but must have 
become lighter iu its fore parts than in 
Its tail. 

The mystery, for such it undoubtedly 
is on a casual survey, says the London 
Chronicle, resolves itself immediately 
we come to study the nature and func- 
tions of the so called air bladder in 
fishes. By this contrivance all these 
intricate movements of the fish are 
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Fistulo, Poll-evil, Spavin or any sur- 
gical work done at fair prices 1 am 
well fixed to take care of stock.

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The bladder, however, contains not 
air. as is commonly supposed, but gas, 
which is discharged or regenerated by 
certain organs of the fish, according to 
whether upward or downward move- 
ment is necessary; also cither the 
whole length of the bladder or only its 
front or rear portion can be inflated. 
Thus the fish is able to swim level or, 
by altering its center of gravity, to 
raise or lower either head or tail at 
will.
